Pendulum I..uwn Gnmc. 


A pleasant lawn pastime, is the pen- 


dulum game, which, as its name indi- 
cates, is played with a pendulum and 
with rings, says the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 
The rings should be eight inches 


in diameter and there should not be 
more than six. 
Each should have its 


color and its value and should be fitted 
•with a prong several inches long, so 
that it may be made to stand upright 
In the ground. 


The pendulum Is a heavy ball fast- 


ened to a piece of rope eight -feet long 
and suspended from' a 
ring, 
which 


moves on a wire stretched between two 
posts eight feet high and set in the 
ground six feet apart. 
It Is between 


these posts that the rings are set at 
regular intervals. 


Each player chooses a ring and tho 


object of tho game is for each to so 
swing the pendulum that It will fall 
through his chosen ring and pull it 
from the ground. 
If it does this suc- 


cessfully the player scores the number 
of points marked on his ring and con- 
tinues to play until ho fails, scoring 
the points on each ring that he suc- 
cessfully pulls from the ground. 


A line may be drawn on the farther 


side from the players and if a ring is 
thrown beyond that lino it may score 
double its value. 


If In the first play a player hits a 


ring that he did not choose he loses his 
chance and gets-no other turn until all 
the others have played. 


The game may bo played by any 


number, each scoring for himself, or 
the players may divide Into two sides. 
A count limit may be made at the 
beginning of the game that would put 
a side out, or It may be played for a 
certain length of time, the side with 
the highest score winning.

Government Crop Reports. 


T may be worth while to inquire whether the 
people of the United States get the worth of 
the money they spend every year on crop re: 


ports. 
It would be well to have a specific re- 


turn as to tlic cost of the crop report service 
and of the methods by which the information 
used in securing the figures that are ultimately 


published by the government as showing crop conditions 
are obtained. 


Every farmer who raises more grain and more cotton 


than he uses has an individual interest in knowing, at the 
earliest possible moment, what is tlio outlook for tlio crops 
wlille they are grr. wing and what is the general result 
when they have been harvested. 
Our present system of 


dealing in the Important farm products results practically 
in tin; sale of the great bulk of every commodity months 
In advance of the delivery to the buyers. 
What the farmer 


wants to know is the probable supply that the trade can 
count upon getting, not at the harvest but during and at 


cud 
Is called the crop year — that is, the time 


The Lewis Banking Enterprise. 


KUIIAI'S the most extraordinary feature of 
the colossal banking enterpri.se inaugurated by 
10. G. Lewis, of St. Louis, was the 
evident 


avidity with which tlie public went into the 
scheme. Lewis was the publisher of two maga- 
zines widely circulated in the rural districts. 
Through these publications he unfolded to his 


subscribers the details of his plan for "banking by mall," 
solicited 
subscriptions for the bank's stock and invited 


deposits. 
Within a little more than a year he secured a 


capital of ?2,000,000 from 05,000 stockholders and acquired 
about 500,000 depositors. 
The postollice authorities, who 


have now put a stop to his operations, declare that Lewis 
himself did not invest a dollar of his own mont-y in the 
concern. 
Instead, he loaned to himself and to various en- 


terprises in which he was Interested vast sums of the 
bank's funus, some of these "investments," it is said, being 
decidedly insecure. 


The inducements which Lewis hold out to the people 


to become stockholders and depositors were exceptional. 
The bank, doing business by mail and having few of the 
expenses ordinarily incurred by such institutions, was to 
bo administered economically and in the interest of its pa- 
trons. It promised to afford to people living in remote dis- 
tricts much-ueeded facilities for safeguarding their money. 
An immense amount of mail-order business is done in this 
country and the bank was to increase greatly the facilities 
for carrying it on. 
Most rural postofllces do not Issue 


money orders. 
The new bank, by means of a system of 


certified checks, was to provide a safe and easy way of 
remitting funds. 


The eagerness with which thousands sought 'to grasp 


this opportunity to secure banking facilities is the strong- 
est kind of evidence of the need for such facilities. 
The 


present disclosures illustrate once more- the imperative need 
of a postal savings bank system in this country. 
It Is only 


through such a system, safeguarded by the unassailable 
credit of the government and accessible for the use of all, 
that the masses of the people can find adequate means for 
protecting their money.—Chicago News. 


Church Woik in Summer. 


T has been a stock reproach of scoffers, not 
altogether cither deserved or undeserved, that 
for two or three mouths every year religion 
takes a vacation and lets the devil have fr>a 
course.

Christian churches into line for the maintenance of their 
good works the whole year round. That is what the Feu 
oration of Churches is aiming at, so that the reproach we 
have cited will no longer be possible and that the nearly 
$100,000,000 Invested in the churches will be kept active 
working capital in summer as well as in winter. 


Obviously, much of the church work In summer must 


be quite different from what It Is in winter. The project- 
ors of this movement apprc-ciato this fact, and with wise 
discretion are adapting their plans to it. 
A large propor- 


tion of some regular church congregations are out of town. 
But there is work to be done for those who remain, and 
there is especially an opportunity at such a time to do a 
work for the multitudes who do not belong to the regular 
congregations. If such work in summer time is less strict- 
ly sectarian, dogmatic and ecclesiastical than that In win- 
ter and Is more widely and generously humanitarian, phil- 
anthropic and evangelical in the'highest sense of that term, 
so much the better, and so much the stronger should it 
appeal to the sympathy and support of all who love their 
fellow men.—New York Tribune.
